MOSBY AMBUSHER A PARTY OF UNION CAVALRY.

Harper’s Ferry, via Baltimeore, Nov. 21.—In my last dis-
patch to the Inquirer, » mentiosed the fact that a party of
guerrilius made an attack on 8 cavalcy efcort near Win-
chester, a few days since. For the purpose, if possible,
of interceptiog and capturing the attacking party, Captair
Brasher’s Indepeodent Scouts, attach=d to General Crook’s
sconting command, started thoogh Loadon county on Fri-
day last.

The next morning Captain Brasher captared two of Mus-
by's meu arnd raceived information from them that a sipalil
party from the guerrilla chieltaio’s on'laws were abonttwo
miles from Csbletown. Captain Brasher started with two
of his men on a reconnoiteriog expedition, and discovered
a par'y of between thirty and forty of the enemy. He
quickly returned to s main Pody. coosisling of sixty-two
men, aod proceeded at ovce tH mect tiem. Assoon as the
eusemy were in sight, Captsio Brasher drew up his men io
line and cha'ged them ‘The Hebels fell back uontil the
rear of Capan Brasher’s command had paes:d a cross-
road, wh- o fosby, with over two tunadred mea, made 8
sudden dach gn buth sides of the road, aad a eharp en-
counter en=ued. The Uwuion scouts we;e counfiaed at this
time in & parrow lan2, withcat much chance to maneeavie,
and were con2eqiently surrounded and subjsetea tr> 8
dead:y fire. Twen'y -two of Sra-her’s command were kill-
ed on the spot ; amurg ths romber was Lieuterant Cola.

SHELWAN'S FORCES AND MOVEMENTS,
WHERRE HE WILL ETRIKE—CAN HE SUB3IST !—NO MORE
COMMUNICATION WITH BIM —THE WEATHER, &C.

A correspondent of the Chicago Tribuve, writes
from Nashville, Nov. 16th, as follows :

I ¥ave, heretofore, been reticent with regard*to the
movemen!s of Sherman ; had I not been 8o, I might
have bren ordered out of the department. But the
Louisville Journal bas disclosed pretty much all, and I
ehall now take the liberty of eayicg something about
the matter.

The plan of movieg through Georgia origimated with
Gen. Sbermaug, and no one else, and having matured it,
be submitted to the Secretary of War, who approved
it by giving the General unlimited powers in the pre-
mises. He takes with him the following forecs : four-
teenth corps, fifteenth corps, seventeecth corps, tweo—
tieth corps, e'ght thousand cavalry and one bundred and
twenty five pieces of artillery, making a total of 50,000
to 60 000 men.

Hs force is amply sufficient for any purpose. The
Rebels have abont 3,000 men at Savannah, and about
the same number at Charles'on, besid<s militia, who
are ol little value; and there ar2 no others to meet him,
without weakening Lee, as Hood could not overtake
Lim if he were (0 try to do 80 ; acd, besides, that indi-
vidual bas enough to do to take care of bimself with
Thomas watchiog bim. )

Shirman will move to the eastward in two columns
—one will go by way of Mecon and the other direct to
Augusts; and a cencentration will be eff cted at the
latter place, and then future movements will be deter—
wined npon a8 exigences may demand.

‘I here are three poiots, at one of which be will strike
—Savanuab, Charlestcn or Beaufort; but my impres—
sior. is the last nemed will be the point. My reasons
fcr this conclusion are these :

l.. Savanpah,cut off from all communications, wounld
ba valueless to the rebels; aod the sam2 reasoms which
rendcr Mobile unimportant now, will render it more so,
with all its railroads cat off.

2. Charleston can be cat cff by moving down the
railroad to Branchville, tweuty or thirty miles to the
west ; and it is high'y probable that will be Sherman’s
live of march.

3. Beaulort is already in our possession. We have
an aburdance of shippirg and supplies there, and ouor
men will need the latter, after their long march, and,
therelore, it is highly probable that Beaufort will be the
new base of Gen. Sherman.

Nevertheless, circnmstances may intervene to change
the policy indicated above, but I believe tbat the Gen-
eral now intends to reach Beaufort, but not until %e
has completely isolated both Savannah aud Charleston.

The present movement will be productive of the
most important resulits. Both Macon and Augusta are
wanulactariog towns. Io one of his speeches during
bia late tour, J¢ff Davis declared that tbe latter place
alone supplicd powder enough for the whole Uonfedera-
cy. Batitisin respect to communications that the
greatest advantages are to be derived. The army ol
Hood will be comple‘ely jisolated ; bis army will be as
thoroughly separated from that ot Lee as are the forces
west of the Miesiseippi river. Savanunsh will be no
longer valuable as a blockade-ruaning port.

Chorleston will be cat ¢ff and Shermav’s army, of
55,000 men, will be free to sct 28 circumstances de—
maud, and will be on the sea coast, ready for embarka—
tion at a moment’s notiee, 80 that they can be.ased with
(Grant or Sheridan, as may be most advaatageous ; or,
after recruiting, they may be moved through central
8outh s nd North Carolina, u'terly annibilating every
railrcad by the way, and tbus making Virginia the
grave of the rebelion.

Can Shermsan subsist 7 Undoubtedly he can. There
are two articles in the South in abundansce-—corn and
sweet potatoes ; aud he takes with him any amount of
bard tack, and several thousaud cattle. klis mea will
live batter than when in camp.

We shall hear pretty soon of Sherman. There is no
lunger any communication with him and henceintelli-
geuce raust be received through rebel sources.

Thke Dutch Gap Canal.

ARrRMY OF THE Jaues, Nov. 13.—The removal of
the interdict which has been pat upon the publication
of statements in regard to this work, renders it highly
proper that I shouid report whereof I have seen.

The prelimicary sarvey for this important work was
made Sunday, August Tth, and the work itself com-
menced on the 11th of the same month.

The peck of land which forms the bend in the James
River at this point and through which the canal is cut,
ia 165 yards across. The excavaticn is of sufficient

| degth below water mark to float the largest gunboats

necessary in the seige operations to be carried up the
river. Upward of filty thousand cubic yarde of earth,
most of it dark blue clay, which is very difficalt to
remove, have been already excavated by munual process
alone, while the steam dredge engaged in removing the
deposits from the bed of the canal, and widening its
mouth, does a work eqaal to about filty tons per day.
I'his work, it must be remembered, has been done un-
der the frequent, and during the earliér stages of its
progress, the almost inceesant shelling of rebel batte—
ries.

From 560 to 500 men bave been employed on the
work from time to time. Preseat force about 200, all
colored.

They appear perfectly - happy, digging away in the

mud, and saving their “ curoswities,” as they call the
bits of iron pyrites and clay slate which they pick up
during their work, for the “lust white hossifer or gem-—
man that comes along.”
4 The entire work will, it is expected, be compi:ted be-
fore December, Major Baldwin is in charge of the mil-
itary (excavating) force, and Major Mechigin in charge
of the engineering force.

Printers and the Army.

The cerrespondent of the Savannah Republican thus
speaks: * Krom all I can learn, there is no disposition
on the part of Cougress to put priaters in the army.—
Piinting is considered an art, whic" requires much time
to learn, aud the disposition of members is to leave a
sufficient pumber to enable newspaper proprietors to
carry om their business. Everybody else about the
office, however, inclading proprietors, editors, book-
keepers, &c., who are within the conscript age, will, it
is believed, be treated as all other professions, and ii
able-bodied, be put in the army. It is maintained that
a measure of this sort will in no respect touch upon tte
liberty or usefalness of the press. Men enougb, it is
contended, can be found over forty-five and among dis-
abled soldiers, to conduct the editorial department of
all the papers in the country. Indeed, it is very rarely
that we see a man who does not believe he can edit a
newepaper ; whereas the truth is there are very few
men who possess the requisite qualifications for that re-
sponsible and unenviable position.

YeLrow FEver ix New Orreans.—The following

ent of the Tribune of N ovember 1st :

Daring all the ggmmer long, diarrhea and dysentery
were very fatal in the city and in the bospitals. The
dysentery assumed almost an epidemic character. Bil-
lious remittent fever (properly called brick-born-swamp
or lake fever) appeared the first of September. It as—
sumed the congestive op pernicious form in many cases,
and hurled its victims rapidly away.

The terrified, the suspicious and the credulous ealled
it yellow fever, but to the medical profession it was
clear that the arch destroying angel, Yellow Jack, had
not yet arrived. Bat it seems that he made the per-
nicions fever his Joho the Baptist, to prepare the way
for his own brief but deadly march. Daring the
last of September, and about all of October, Yellow
Jack and Billious Jack bave walked bhand in band
through the navy vessels at New Orleans, through the
navy hospital, and through some parts of the city.

Their reign is now almcst over, thaok Heaven, bat
they bave left desolation and mourning behind them.—
The U.S.ship Virginia hes suffered very severely.
The paymaster, eurgeon and 1st engineer bave fallen
with 18 or 20 of tue crew. The Oneida was ordered
to quarantine ; also the captured ram Tennessee, with
cases on board. The supply steamer Arkansas lost
three of her crew on her last trip to the Texas equadron
and gix more on ber return to qusrantine.

Very many bave been attacked, but as in the case of
all epidemic, the majority have recovered. The paval
nospital bas suffered more than the vessels, for the ca—
ses on many of them were sent there as soon as attacked
Dr. Bragg, formerly of the Katabdin, is pumbered
among the 100, victims at the hospital where he assist-
ed. Itis a siogular fact, that scarcely any merchant
vessels are attacked, nor does the city suffer as much
a8 would be exp ected.

IuprIsoNMENT OF MinisTers.—A letter from Wash-
ington, dated October 28th, says :

“Day before yesterday we saw H, Baker, O. Brown
J. N. Bell, Mr. Qonrad and Mr. Streit escorted by arin-
ed men to the guard house, with many others too nu-
merous to wention in the number, alsd Dr. Boyd and
Mr. Williams ; in short, all the men in town except the
doctors, and some others who manage to keep out of
the way. This mornivg eight or ten wagoons were seep
moving from Semony’s buildicg loaded with gentlemen,
each having a carpet bag and some bed clothes. They
went cfl apparently cheerlul, calling to their wives to
bear up, assuring them that all would end right. None
of the ministers are g8 yet taken except Dc. Boyd and
Mr. Egelson (the Methodiat presiding elder) Mr. Streit
was released od the ground of beiog over age but some
were taken older than be.’’

Distinguisaep Visir.—“ Uncle Billy Allen” was in
Selma yesterday. He is just now returaing from Vir-
ginia, where he has been to visit bis children. Ubocle
Billy is very old and decrepet, being one bundred and
three years of ago; and his gray bairs, venerable coun-
tenance, togetber with the memories that cluster around
him of the trials and tribulations of the war wi'h Great
Britain, enlist the sympathies of all good hearted peo-
ple. He was General Jackson's bcdy servant, and was
presest with- that great man at the battle of New Or-
leans, of which he speaks a good deal. He speaks the lr-
dian language flaently, and was Jackson’s interpreter,
and recollec's well the death of the British General
Packenbam. The old man hss become somewhat child-
i-h, and, being almost bliod, walks with two sticks.—
He was on his way to Salem, Miss , where he resides.
